All rejections 
and objections not explicitly repeated below are withdrawn. 

Specification 

2. The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to 
determine the presence of all possible minor errors.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The rejection of claims 1 ,6-8 has been maintained and updated as shown below. 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), 
by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a 
patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty 
defined in section 351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application 
filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United States and 
was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

5. Claims 1 ,6-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 



Ludtke., US Patent 6,237,049 B1. 
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Regarding claim 1 , Ludtke teaches that a method for providing dynamic 
configuration ROM in a local node comprising: 

Providing first and second configuration ROM images (it is taught as the upper 
16 bits of address space and remaining 48 bits of address space; col. 10, lines 24-33) in 
said local node (it is taught as each node such as TV 1 1, VCR 12, set-top-box 13 etc.); 

Setting said first configuration ROM image to "active" (according to the 
applicant's specification, the configuration data specified in the active ROM is 
communicated to other nodes requesting for the configuration ROM of the local node 
see page 13 of the specification, therefore, setting the first configuration ROM to active 
is taught as the remaining 48 bits of address space that are used for storing other 
configuration ROM data structure pertaining to the specific node such as its QUID 
value, col.10, lines 29-33 and coLII, lines 42-48); 

Setting said second configuration ROM image to "update" (according to the 
applicant's specification, the configuration ROM entries in the update ROM is not 
presented to the other node, but is used for modifying the configuration ROM of the 
local node, see page 13 of the specification, therefore. Setting said second 
configuration ROM image to update is taught as setting the upper 16 bits of address 
space that are used for storing the identification of a node which includes its physical 
identification and this physical ID is used for updating the configuration of the node; 
col.10, lines 26-29 and col.7, lines 31-38); and 

Publishing configuration ROM information of said local node from said "active" 
configuration ROM image (Fig.SC and 3D, it is taught as a proxy device identifying itself 
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as a proxy to all other consumer electronic media device of network; col. 10, lines 65 to 
col. 12, lines 19 and lines 34-40). 

Regarding claim 6, Ludtke teaclies that said local node is connected to at least 
one other nodes via a IEEE Standard 1394 bus connection (col.9, lines 46-51). 

Regarding claim 7, Ludtke teaches that said local node is connected to at least 
one other nodes via a serial bus connection (col.9, lines 46-51). 

Regarding claim 8, Ludtke teaches that a dynamic configuration ROM software in 
a local node device comprising: 

First and second configuration ROM images (it is taught as the upper 16 bits of 
address space and remaining 48 bits of address space; col. 10, lines 24-33), each of 
said images having configuration ROM entries (col. 10, lines 47-53 and lines 57-64), one 
of said configuration ROM images set as active (according to the applicant's 
specification, the configuration data specified in the active ROM is communicated to 
other nodes requesting for the configuration ROM of the local node see page 13 of the 
specification, therefore, setting the first configuration ROM to active is taught as the 
remaining 48 bits of address space that are used for storing other configuration ROM 
data structure pertaining to the specific node such as its QUID value, col.10, lines 29-33 
and col.1 1 , lines 42-48); the other configuration ROM image set as update (according to 
the applicant's specification, the configuration ROM entries in the update ROM is not 
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presented to the other node, but is used for modifying the configuration ROM of the 
local node, see page 13 of the specification, therefore, Setting said second 
configuration ROM image to update is taught as setting the upper 16 bits of address 
space that are used for storing the identification of a node which includes its physical 
identification and this physical ID is used for updating the configuration of the node; 
col. 10, lines 26-29 and col.7. lines 31-38); and 

Publishing routines to publish said configuration ROM entries from said active 
Rom image (Fig.3C and 3D, it is taught as a proxy device identifying itself as a proxy to 
all other consumer electronic media device of network; col. 10, lines 65 to col. 12, lines 
19 and lines 34-40). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 2-5,9 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments filed 12/01/2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Regarding applicant's arguments that Ludtke's PhylD is not a configuration ROM, 
However, it is noted that Ludtke clearly discloses that a configuration ROM 302 having a 
64 bit memory space can divide Into 16 bits of address space, the 16 bits of address 
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space is a type of the configuration of ROM, the identification (PhylD) is the data within 
that address space, therefore, Ludtl<e teaches the configuration ROiVI. 

Regarding applicant's arguments that Ludtke does not teach any configuration 
ROIVIs are set to either active or update, l-iowever, it is noted that Ludtke discloses 
Setting said second configuration ROM image to update is taught as setting the upper 
16 bits of address space that are used for storing the identification of a node which 
includes its physical identification and this physical ID is used for updating the 
configuration of the node; col. 10, lines 26-29 and col.7, lines 31-38 and setting the first 
configuration ROM to active is taught as the remaining 48 bits of address space that are 
used for storing other configuration ROM data structure pertaining to the specific node 
such as its GUID value, col.10, lines 29-33 and col.1 1. lines 42-48.
